The manual ai ts and home ec 
onomics exhibit in the Public 
school gym last Wednesday did 
much good to tile eyesight of 
this writer. As he reviewed this 
exhibit he thought back to the 
time, not so long ago, when he 
attended the Cardston schools 
and wore out a pair of moderat¬ 
ely sound eyes learning a lot of 
stulf that he has either long 
since forgotten or is now for¬ 
getting as fast as he can.
